The Bill was intitled, An A& for 
repealing certain Duties on. Spirituous 
Liquors, and on Licences for retailing 
the fame, and for laying other Duties 
on Spirituous Liquors, and on Licen- 
ces for retailing the faid Liquors. 

The Duties which were propofed to 


the. Miniftry borrowed a large Sum at 3 
per Cent. but it was underftood that the 
Sinking Fund was pledged as a collate- 
ral Security to pay any Deficiency. 

In about a Fortnight this Bill paff- 
ed all the Forms in the Houfe of Clinabs, 
almoft without Oppofition, and with 
little or na Alteration from the Scheme 
brought into the Committee on Ways and 


Current Year, by the Urg; Snadfy, then 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

It was immediately carried up to the 
Houfe of Hurgoes, where it was read

My Lorps, 
HO’ I doubt not but the Bill 


now before us will be promoced 
in this Houfe, by the fame Influence 
by which it has been conduéted thro’ 
the other; yet I hope, its Succefs will 
be very different, and that thofe Arts by 
4vhich its Confequences, however for- 
inidable, have been hitherto conceal- 
éd, or by which thofe whofe Bufine!s 
it was to have deteSted and expofed 
them, have been induced to turn their 
yes afide, wiil not be practifed here 
with the iame Efficacy, though they 
fhould happen to be attempted with 
the fame Confidence. I hope that 
Zeal for the Promotion of Virtue, and 
that Regard to publick Happinefs, 
which has on all Occafions dittinguifh- 
éd this illu‘trious Aflembly, will ope 
rate now with uncommon Energy, and 
prevent the Approbation of a Bill, by 
which Vice is to be made legal, by 
which the Fences of Subordination 
are to be thrown down, and all the 
Order of Society, and Decency 
regular Eftabliihments, be obliterated 
by univerfal Licentioufnefs; and loit 
in the wild Confufions of Debauchery, 
of Debauchery encouraged by Law, 
and promoted for the Supporé of Mca-

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fures expenfive, ridiculous and unné. 
ceffary. 

A Law of fo pernicious a Tendency 
fhall, at leaft, not pafs thro’ this Houfe 
without Oppofition; nor fhall Drunk- 
ennefs be eftablifhed among us with- 
out the endeavour of one Voice at leat 
to withhold its Progrefs ; for I now de- 
clare that I oppofe the Commitment 
of this Bill, and that I 4m determined 
to continue my Oppofition to it in all 
the Steps by which the Forms of our 
Houfe make it neceflary, that it fhoulé 
pais before it can become a Law. 

Nor do I fpeak, my Lords, on this 
Occafion, with that Diftruft and mental 
Hefitation which are both naturak and 
C decent, when Queftions are dubious, 
when Probability feems to be almot 
equally divided, when Truth appears 
to hover between two Parties, and 
by turns to favour every Speaker, 
when fpecious Arguments are urged 
on both Sides, and the Number of Bf 
Circumftances to be colle&ted, and of 
Relations to be adjufted is fo great, 
that an exaét and indubitable Decifion ff 
is {earcely to be attained by human 
Reafon. I do not; my Lords, now 
. fpeak with the Diffidence of Enquiry, 

or the Uncertainty of Conjeéture, nor 

imagine that I am now examining 4 

political Expedient of which the Sue 

cef: can only be perfeétly known by 

Experience, and of which therefore 

no Man can abfolutely determine, 

whether it will be ufeful or perniciout, 
or a metaphyfical Difficulty which 
may be difcuited for ever without be- 
ing decided. 

In confidering this Bill, my Lords, 

I proceed upon ftated and invariable 

Principles. I have no Faéts to exa- 

mine but fuch as to the laft Degree

concur in condemning this Bill before 
| us as a Bill injurious to Society, de- 
| ftructive of private Vittue, and by 
Confequence of publick Happinefs, 
| detrimental to the human Species, and 
| therefore fuch as ought to be rejected 
| in that Affembly to which the Care of 
| a Nation is committed, that Affembly 
| which ought to meet only for the Be- 
F nefit of Mankind, and of which the 
§ Refolutions ought to have no other 
| end than the Suppreffion of thofe Vices 
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to claim Attention and to outweigh 
the Advantages propofed by this hate- 
ful Bill, but which cannot all be men- 
tioned, or at leaft not with that Ex- 
actnefs which they deferye: I thall 
therefore confine myfelf at prefent to 
three Confiderations, and fhall en- 
treat the Attention of your Lordfhips, 
while I examine the Bill now before 
us, with Regard to its Influence on 
the Health and Morals of the Peo- 
ple, thé Arguments by which it has 
been hitherto fupported, andthe Effet's 
which it will have on the Sinking 
Fund.

War with Soldiers; that they conftitute 
the Strengh and Riches of every Na- 
tion, and that, though they generally 


move only by fuperior Dire¢tion, they / 
are the immediate Support of the / 


Community ; and that without their 
Bbbb Con- 
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rrence, Policy would. projeé& in 
Wifiom, would end in idle Spe- 
culation, and the Determinations of 
this Affembiy would be empty Sounds. 
It is, therefore, my Lords, of the 
utmoi Importance, that all Practices 
fhould be fupprefled by which the 


‘ 


lower Orders of the People are en- 
te¢bled 2nd chervated ; for if they 
hould be'no longer able to bear Fa- 
t tardfhips, if an epidemical 

nels of Body fliould be diffufed 
among them, our Power miuft be at an 
End, our Minés would be an ufelefs 
Treafure, and wéuld no longer afford 
us cither the Weapons.of War, or the 
Ornaments of domeftic Elegance, we 
fhould no longer give. Law to Man- 
kind by our naval Power, nor fend out 
Armies to fight for the Liberty of di- 
ftant Nations. We fhould no longer 
fupply the Markets of the Continent 
with our Commodities, or, fhare in all 
the Advantages which Nature has 
beftowed upon «difant Countries ; for 
all thefe, my. Lords, are_ the Effects 
of indigent Induftry, and -mechanick 
Labour. 

All thefe Bleflings.or Conveniences 
are procured by that Strength of 
Body, which Nature has beftowed up- 
on the Natives of this Country, who 
have hitherto been remarkably robuft 
and hardy, able to fupport long Fa~ 
tigues, and to cottend with the In- 
clemency of rigorous. Climates, the 
Violence of Storms and the Turbu- 
lence of Waves, and who have there- 
fore extended their Conquefts with 


uncommon Succefa, and been equally a- 


dapted to the Toils of Trade and of 
War, and have excelled thofe whoen- 
deavoured to rival them either in the 
Praife of Workman‘hip or of Vdlour. 

But, my Lords, if the Ufe of fpi- 
rituous Liquors be encouraged, their 
Diligence, which can only be fup- 
ported by Health, will quickly lan- 
guifh; every Day will diminifh the 
Numbers of the Manufacturers and by 
Confequence augment the Price of 
Labour, thofe who continue to follow 
their Employments, will be pardy ener- 


vated by Corruption, and partiy made 
wanton by the Plenty which the Ad. 
vancement of their Wages will afford 
them, and partly by .the Knowledge 
that no Degree of Negligence will 
deprive them of that Employment in 
which there will be none to fucceed 
them. ~All our Commodities, there- 
fore, will be wrought with. lefs Care 
and at a higher Price, and therefore, 
will bé rejected at foreign Markets in 
fayour of thofe which other Nations 
will exhibit. of more Value, and. yet 
at a lower.Rate. .. ., 

No fooner, my Lords, wilt this Bill 
make. Drunkennefs unexpenfive and 
commodious, no fooner will Shops be 
opencd in every Corner of the Streets, 
in every petty Village and in every 
obfeure Cellar for the Retail of thefe 
Liquours, than the Work-rooms will 
be-forfaken, when the Artificer has 
by the Labour of a {mall Part of the 
Day procured what will be fufhcient 
to intoxicate hiin for the remaining 
Hours; for he will hold it ridiculous to 
walle any Part of his Life in fuper- 
fyous Diligence, and will-readily af- 
fign to Merriment and Frolicks that 
‘lime which he now fpends in ufeful 
Occupations. 

But fuch is the Quality of thefe Li- 
guors, that he will not long be able 
to divide his Life between Labour and 
Debauchery,. he will {oon find himfelf 
difabled by his Excefies from the Pro- 
fecution of his Work, andthofe Shops 
which were before abandoned for the 
Sake of Pleafure,will foon be made de- 
folate by Sicknefs, thofe who were be- 
fore idle, will become difeafed,, and 
either perifh by untimely Deaths, or lan- 
cuifh in Mifery and Want, an ufelefs 
Burthen to the Publick. 

Nor, my Lords, will the Nation on- 
Ty faffer by the Deduétion of fuch 
Numbers from ufeful Employments, 
but by the Addition of great Mul- 
titudes to thofe who mutit'be {fup- 
ported by the Charity of the Pub- 
lick. The Manufaéturer, who by the 

Jfe of Spirituous Liquors weakens his 
Limbs or deftroys his Health, at once 
takes 
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takes from the Community to’ which 
he belongs, a’ Member by which the 
common Stock was encreafed, and by 
leaving a helplefs Family behind him, 
encreafes the Burthen which the 
common Stock muft neceflarily fup- 
port. And the Traderor Husbandman 
1s obliged to pay more towards the 
Maintenance of the Poor, by the 
fame Accident which diminifhes his 
Trade or his Harveft, which takes 
away Part of the Affiftance which he 
recewed and raifes the Price of the reft. 
That thefe Liquors, my Lords, L1- 
quors of which the Strength is height- 
en’d by Diftillation, have a natural 
Tendency to inflame the Blood, to 
confume the vital Juices, deftroy the 
Force of the Vetiels, contract the 
Nerves, and weaken the Sinews, that 
they not only diforder the Mind for 
a Time, but by a frequent Ufe pre- 
cipitate old Age, exafperate Difeafes, 
and multiply and encreafe all the In- 
firmities to which the Body of Man is 
liable, is generally known to all whofe 
Regard to their own Health, or Study 
to preferve that of others, has at any 
Time engaged them in fuch Enqui- 
ries, and would have been more clear- 
ly explained to your Lordthips, -had 
the learned Phyficians been fuffered to 
have given their Opinions on_ this 
Subjeét, as was yelterday propofed. 
Why that Propoial was rejected, 
my Lords, for what Reafon, in the 
Difcuffion of fo important a Queition, 
any Kind of Evidence was refufed, 
Poiterity will find it difficult to explain, 
without imputing to your Lordfhips 
iuch Motives as, I hope, will never o- 
perate in this Affembly. It will be, 
perhaps, thought that the Danger was 
generally known, though not acknow 
ledged, and ‘that thofe who refolved 
to pafs the Bill, had no other Care than 
to obftruét fuch Informations as might 
| Prove to Mankind, that they were in- 
cited by other Defigns than that of 
promoting the publick Good. 
Ttis not, however, neceflary that 
any very curious Enquiries fhould be 


mod PY “/ - 
made for the DifCovery of that which, 


indeed, cannot be. concealed, and 
which eyery Man has.an Opportunity 
of remarking that pafies throug the 
Streets, 

So publick, fo enormous, and fo 
pernicious has been this dreadful Me- 
thod of Debauchery, that it has ex- 
cited and baffled the Diligence of the 
Magiftrates, who have endeavoured 
to ftop its Progre/s or hinder its Effects. 
They ‘found their Efforts ineffeéia- 
al, and their Diligence. not only not 
ufeful to the Publick, but dangerous to 
theinfelves, They quickly experieaced, 
my Lords, the Folly of thofe Laws 
which punith Crimes inftead of pre- 
venting them; they found that legal 


C Authority had little Influence, when 


oppofed to. the Madnefs of Multitudes 
intoxicated with Spirits, and that the 
Voice. of Juitice was; but very little 
heard amidft the.Clamours of Riot, 
and Drunkennejs, 


pD.. We live, my Lords, ina Nation, 


where the Effects of frong Liquors 
have been for a long Time too well 
known; we know that they produce 
in almoft every one a high Opinion of 
his own Merit;, that they blow the 
latent Sparks of Pride into Flame, and, 
therefore, deftroy all voluntary Sub- 
miffion, they put an End to Subordi- 
nation, and raife every Man to an E- 
quality with his Mafter, or his Gover 
nour, They reprefs all that Awe by 
which Men are reftrained within ‘the 
Limits of their proper Spheres, and 
incite every Man to. prefs, upon him 
that flands before him, that ftands in 
the Place of which that fuddenEleva- 
tion of Heart, . which Drun‘cennefs 
beftows, makes. him »think himfelf 
more worthy. 

Pride, my Lords, is the Parent and 
Inirepidity the Fofterer of Refentment; 
for this Reafop, Men are almoft al- 


ways. inclined, in their- Debauches, 


to, Quarrels and .to Blood-fhed, they 
think more highiy-of their own Me- 
rit, and, therefore, more readily con- 
clude. themfelves, injured, they are 
wholly diveiied of Year, infenfible .of 
prefent Danger, fuperior to all Au- 

tho- 
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thority, and, therefore, thoughtlefs of 
future Punifhment; and what then 
can hinder them from expreffing 
their Refentment with the moft offen- 
five Freedom, or perfuing their Re- 
venge with the moft daring Violence. 

Thus, my Lords, are forgotten Dif- 

tes often revived, and having 
fons long reconciled, are at laft,ter- 
minated by Blows; thus are Lives 
deftroyed upon the moft trifling Occa- 
fions, upon Provocations often ima- 
ginary, upon chimerical Points of 
Honour, where he who gave the Of- 
fence, perhaps without Peden, fup- 
ports it only’becaufe he has given it ; 
and he who refents it, perfues his Re- 
fentment only becaufe he will not ac- 
knowledge his Miftake, 

Thus are Lives loft, my Lords, at 
a Time, when thofe who fet them to 
hazard, are without Confcioufnefs of 
their Value, without Senfe of the 
Laws which they violate, and without 
Regard to any Motives but the imme- 
diate Influence of Rage and Malice, 


When we confider, my Lords, thefe 
Effeéts of Drunkennefs, it can be no 
Subje&t of Wonder, that the Magi- 
ftrate finds himfelf overborne Py a 


Multitude united againft him, and. u- 
nited by general Débauchery. Go- 
vernment, my Lords, fubfifts upon 
Reverence, and what Reverence can 
be paid to the Laws, by a Crowd, of 
which every,Man is exalted by the 
Enchantment of thofe intoxicating Spi- 
rits, tothe Independence of aMonarch, 
the Wifdom of a Legiflatar, and the 
Intrepidity of a Hero? when every 
Man thinks thofe Laws oppreffive that 
oppofe the Execution of his prefent 
Intentions, and confiders every Magi- 
ftrate as hisPerfecutor and Enemy ? 

‘ Laws, my Lords, fuppofe Reafon; 
for who ever attempied to reilrain 


Beafts but by Force; and, therefore, . 


thofe.that propofe the Promotion of 
publick Happinefs, which ean be pro- 
duced only by an exact Conformity 
to good Laws, ought to endeavour to 
preicrve what may properly be called 
the Pubtick Reafow; they ought to

prevent a general Depravation of the 
Faculties of thofe whofe Benefit is in- 
tended, and whofe Obedience is re- 
guired ; they ought to take care that 
A the Laws may be known, for how elfe 
can they be. obferved? and how can 
they be known, or at leaft, how can 
they be remembered in the Heats of 
Drunkennefs ? 
That the Laws are univerfally ne- 
B gleéted and defied among the lower 
Clafs of Mankind, among thofe whofe 
Want of the Lights of Knowledge 
and Inftruction, makes pofitive and 
compulfory Direétions more neceflary 
for the Regulation of their Condué, 
is apparent from the * Reprefentationof 
~ the Magiftrates, in which the general 
Diforders of this great City, the open 
Wickednefs, the daring Infolence, and 
unbounded Licentioufnefs of the com- 
mon People, is very juftly defcribed. 

Their. Wickednefs and Infplence, 

D my Lords, is, indeed, fuch, that Order 
is almoft at an End, Rank no longer 
confers Refpect, nor does Dignity afford 
Security. The fame Confidence pro- 
duces Infults and Robberies, and’ that 
Infenfibility with which Debauchery 
arms the Mind equally againft Fear 
and Pity, frequently aggravates the 
Guilt of Robbery with greater Crimes; 
thofe who are fo unhappy as to fall 
into the Hands of Thieves, heated 
by Spirits. into Madmen, feldom e- 
{cape without fuffering greater Cruel+ 
ties than the Lofs of Money. 

That the Ufe of thefe poifonous 
Draughtsquickly debilitates the Limbs, 
and-deftroys the Strength of the Body, 
however this Quality may impair out 
Manvfactures,weaken our Armies, and 


G diminifh our Commerce; however it 


may réduce our Fleets tq an empty 
Show, and enable our Enemies to tr- 
umph inthe Field, or our Rivals to 
fupplant us in the Market, can fearee- 
ly, my Lords, come under Confidera- 
tion, when we reflect how Debauche- 


H ry operates upon the Morals. 


It is happy, my Lerds, that thofe 
who are inclined to Mifchief, are dif- 
abled in a fhort Time from executin 

* See Vol, VI. p. 5750 their 
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their Intentions, by the fame Caufes 
which excite them; that they are. o- 
bliged to ftop in the Career of their 
Crimes, that they are preferved from 
the Hand of the Executioner by the A 
Liquor which expofes them toit, and 
that Palfies either difable them from 
perfuing their Villginies, or Fevers put 
an End to their Lives. 

Itis happy, my Lords, that what is 


thus violent, cannot be lafting, that p Obedience nor F 


thofe Lives which are employed in 
Mifchief, are generally fhort, and that 
fince it is the Quality of this malig- 
nant Liquor to corrupt the Mind, it 
likewife deftroys the Body. 

But this Effect, my Lords, is not 
conftant or regular, Men fometimes 
continue for many Years, to fupply 
the Expences of Drunkennefs by Ra- 
ine, and to exafperate the Fury of 

pine by Drunkennefs. And, there- 
fore, tho’ there could be any one fo re- 
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ceafe, Property will become danger- 
ous to him that poffeffes it, and Con- 
fufion will overfpread the whole Com- 
munity; nor can it be eafily conceived, 
by the moft extenfive Comprehenfion, 
how far the Mifchiefs may fpread, or 
where the Chain of deftructive Confe- 
quences will end. 
If we confider our Fleet orourArmy, 
my Lords, it is a : ent, me neither 
ty can be expect- 
ed from Men upon whom all the Tye 
of Morality, and all the Sanctions of 
Law have loft their Influence, they 
will mutiny without Fear, and defert 
without Scruple, and like wild Beaft:, 
will, upon the leaft Provocation, turn 
upon thofe by whom they ought to be 
governed, 
’- But Drunkennefs, my Lords, not 
only*corrupts Men, by taking away 
the Senfé of thofe Reftraints by which 
they are generally kept in Awe, and 


gardlefsof the Happinefs of Mankind, as D withheld from the Perpetration of Vil- 


to look, without Concern, upon them 
who hurry themfelves to the Grave 
with Poifon, he may yet be incited 
by his own Intereft to prevent the Pro-

When the Tyes of Morality are enfor- 
ced by penal Sanétions, Men are more 
afraid to violate them, and, therefore, 
are trufted with lefs Danger; but when 
they no longer fear the Law, they are 
tobe reftrained only by .their Confci- 
ences; and if neither Law nor Con- 
fcience’ has any Influence upon their 
Conduét, they are only a Herd of 
wild Beaits, let loofe to prey upon

lainies, but by fuperadding the Temp- 
tations of Poverty, Temptations not 
eafily to be refifted; even by thofe 
whofe Eyes are open to the Confe- 
quences of their AGtions, and which, 
therefore, will certainly prevail over 
thofe whofe Apprehenfions are laid 
afleep, and who never extend their 
Views beyond the Gratification of the 
prefent Momeat. 

Drunkennefs, my Lords, is the Pa- 
rent of Idlenefs ; for no Man can ap- 

himfelf to the Bufinefs of his 
rade, either while he is drinking, or 
when he is drunk, Part of his :Time 
is fpent in Jollity, and Part in Imbe- 
cillity; when he is amidft his Compa- 
nions he is too gay to think of the 
Confequences of neglefting his Em- 
ployment; and when he has overbur- 
thened himfelf with Liquor, he is too 
feeble and too ftapid to follow it. 

Poverty, my Lords, is the Offspring 
of Idlenefs, as Idlenefs of ‘Drunken- 
nefs; the Drunkard’s Work is little and

Induftry is now, by long Habits of 
Idlenéfs, become almoft imprattica- 
ble, his ‘Attention having been long 
amufed by pleafing Objects, and ai 
fipatéed by ‘follity and Merriment, is 
not ‘readily recalled* to a ‘T'afk which 
is unpleafing, becaufe it is enjoined, and 
his Limbs enervated by hot and ftrong 
Liquors; Liquors of the moft’ per- 
nicious Kind, cannot fupport the Fa- 
tigues néceffary in the Practice of ‘his 
Pradé; what was once wholfome Ex- 
eréHé' ts’ now infupportable Fatigue;

Doubt not but the noble Lord has A ble Lord, are undoubtedly the Conte. 


delivered on this Occafion his real 
Sentiments, and that in his Opinion 
the Happinefs of our Country, the 
Regard which ought always to be paid 
to the Promotion of Virtue, require 
that this Bill fhould be rejected. I am 
far from fufpectirg that fuch an Ap- 
pearance of Zeal can conceal any pri- 
vate Views, or that fuch pathetic Ex- 
clamations can proceed but froma Mind 
reaily affected with honeft Anxiety. 

This Anxiety, my Lords, I faall 
endeavour to diflipate before it has 
been communicated to others ; for I 
think it no lefs the Duty of every Man 
who approves the publick Mealures to 
vindicate them from Mifreprefentation, 
than of him to whom they appear per- 
nicious or dangerous to warn his Fel- 
low-fubjeéts of that Danger. 

I, my Lords, am one of thofe who 
are convinced, that the Bill now be- 
fore us which has been cenfured as 
fundamentally’ wrong, is in reality 
fundamentally right, that the end 
which is propofed by it is juft, and the 

feans which are prefcribed in it will 
accomplifh the Purpofe for which they 
were contrived. 

The End of this Bill, my Lords, 
is todiminith the Confumption of dif- 
tilled Spirits, to reftrain the Populace 
of thefe Kingdoms fram a Liquor 
which when ufed in Excefs has 2 Ma- 
lignity to the laft Degree dangerous, 
which at once inebriates and poyfons, 
impairs the Force of the Underttand-

quences of the prefent Ufe of thefe 
Liquors, but thefe are not its worl 
Effects. The Offenders againft the 
Law may by the Law be fometimes 
reclaimed, and at other Times cut off ; 
nor can thefe Praétices, however in- 
jutious to particular Perfons, in any 
great Degree impair the genezl 
Happinefs. The worft Effeéts, there- 
fore, of the Ufe of Spirits, are that 
Idlenefs and Extravaganee which it 
has introduced among the common 
by which our Commerce 
muft be obfitucted, and our prefent 
Riches and Plenty every Day dimi- 
nished. 

This pernicious Practice, my Lords, 
is difieminated farther than could be 


D reafonably believed by thofe whofe In-

Body, c-d to attain this, I think it ab- 
folutely right to lay a Tax upon thefe 
Liquors. 

Of the Vice of Drunkennefs, my 
Lords, no Man has a itronger Abhor- 
rence than myfelf, ofthe perniciousCan- 
fequences of thefe Liquors which are 
now chiefly ufed by the Common Peo- 
ple, no Man is more fully convinced, 


and therefore none can more zealouily

tereit has not incited, or Curiofity in- 
duced them to inquire into the Prac- 
tice of the different Claffes of Men. It 
is well known that the Farmers 
have been hitherto diftinguithed by 
the Virtues of Frugality, ‘Temperance 
and Induftry; that they laboured hard 
and fpent little, and were, therefore 
juftly confidered as an innocent and 
ufeful Part of the Community, whofe 
Employment and Parfimony preferved 
them in a great Meafure from the ge- 
neral Infection of Vice which fpread 
its Influence among the Traders and 
Men of Eftates. 

But even this abftemious Clafs of 
Men, my Lords, have of late relaxed 
their Frugality, and fuffered themfelves 
to be tempted by this mfatuating 
Liquor, nor is any thing now more 
common than to find it in thofe Houfes 


in which Ale, a few Years ago, was B 


the higheft Pitch of Luxury to which 
they afpired, and to fee thofe Hours 
wafted in intoxicating Entertainments, 
which were formerly dedicated wholly 
to the Care of their Farms, and the 
Improvement of their Fortunes.

eneral Panic iupprefs’d, for a few 
Veeks, the Practice of felling the pro- 
hibited Liquors; but:in a very fhort 
Time, Neceiliry forced fome, who 
had nothing to loic, ta retarn to their 
former Trade; thefe were fuffered 
fometimes to efcape, becaufe nothing 
was to be gained by informing againit 
them, and others were encouraged by 
their Example to imitate them, though 
with more Secrecy and Caution; of 
thofe, imdeed, many were ‘punithed, 
but mariy more efeaped, and fuch as 
were fined often found the Profit great- 
er than the Lofs. 

The:Profpe& of raifing Money by 
detecting their Practices, incited many 
toturn Information into a’ Trade, and H 
the Facility with which the Crime 
was to be pro®ed, encouraged fome 


for fome Y ears totally difufed rior has 
any one been puniflied- for the’ Viola- 
tion of it, becaufe n6 Man lias dared 
to offer Informations. Even the Vi- 
gilance of the Magiftrates has been o- 
bliged to connive at thefe Offences, 
nor has any Man been found willing 
to.engage in a Tatk, at once odious 
aud endlefs, or to punith Offences 
which every Day multiplied, and of 
which the whole Body of the common 
People, a Body very formidable when 
united, was univerfally engaged. 

The Practice, therefore, of vending 
and of drinking diftilled Spirits, has 
prevailed tor fome Time without Op- 
pofition; nor can any Man enter a 
Tavern or an Ale-houfe, in which 
they will be denied him, or walk along 
the Streets without being incited to 
drink them at every Corner ; they have 
been fold for feveral Years, with no 
lefsOpennefs and Security than any o- 
therCommoadity, and whoever walks 
in. this’ great City, will find his Way 
very frequently obftruéted by thofe 
who are felling thefe petnicious Li- 
quors to the greedy Populace; 7 wd 
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thofe who have drank them till they 
are unable to: move. 

But.the ftrongeft Proof of theoIneffi- 
cacy of the late Law, and confequent- 
ly of the, Neceffity of another, which 
may not be fo eafily. eluded or fo vio- 
lenily refitted; as given by the Papers 
which, lie upon. the Table. « From 
thefe;..it; that the Quantity of 
Spirits diftilled, has encreaied. : from 
Year to, Year,to the. prefent Time; 
and, therefore,that Drunkennefs is be- 
come more prevalent, and the Reafons 
for. yeprefling it more urgent than ever 
before. io 

Let. us, therefore, calmly cautions 
my Lords, what.can in this Exigence 
be done; that the People fhould be 
allowed. to poifon Chesataived and their 
Pofterity without Reftraint, is certain- 
ly nat the Intent of any ‘good Man; 
and, therefore, we are now to confider 
how it may be prevented.. That the 
People are infected with the Vice: of 
Drunkennefs, thatthey debawch them- 
felves chiefly with fpirituous. Liquors, 


and that thofe Liquors are in a high 
Degree pernicious, is .conieffed - both 
by thofe who oppofe the Bill, and thofe 
who.defend it; but with this Advan- 
tage on the Part of thofe that.defend 
it, that they .only propofe a probable 
Method . of, reforming. the Abufes 


whichthey deplore. I know that the 
warm, Refentment which fome Lords 
have.on former Occafions expreiled a- 
gaink the Diforders which diftilled 
Liquors are fuppofed to produce, may. 
naturally incline them to with, that 
they were totaliy prohibited, and. that: 
this figuid Fire, as it has been termed, ; 
were to be extinguifhed for ever, 

Whether fuchWihes- are not more 
ardent than rational? whether. their, 
Zealagainit the Abufe of ‘Things, in- 
different in. .themfelves,. has;: not, as 
has often happened i in other Cafes, hur- 
ried them into .an_indifcreet-.Cenfure 
of the lawful, Uf ?,J shall not new en- 
quire, becaule it is fuperflyous to dif- 5, 
pute about the Propriety of Meafures, 
of which the.

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The laft-A@, my Lords, was of this 
Kind, the Duties eftablithed by it were 
fo high, that they wholly debarred 
the lower Claffes of the People from 


Athe Liquor on which they were laid; 


and, therefore, it was found by a very 
fhort Experience, that it was impoffi- 
ble to preferve it from Violation; that 
there would be no End of punifhing 
thofe who offended againft it; and 
that Severity produced rather Com- 
Thofe who have 
iuffered the Penalties were confidered 
as Perfons under unjuft Perfecution, 
whom every one was obliged by thé 
Ties of Humanity to encourage, re- 
ward and protect; and thofe. who in- 


> formed againft them or encouraged In- 


formations,were detefted as the Oppref- 
fors of the People. The Law had, 
indeed, this Effeét, that it debarred, af 
leaft for a fhort Time, all thofe from 
retailing Spirits, who lived in Reputa- 
tion; and, therefore, encouraged o- 
thers to vend them in private Places, 
where they were more likely to be 
drank to Excefs. 

Having, therefore, made Trial of 
violentand fevere Methods, and. had an’ 
Opportunity of, obtaining a full Con- 
viction of their Inefficacy, it is furely’ 
proper to profit by our Experience, 
by that Experience which fhews us 
ian the Ufe of diftilled Liquors under 
its prefent Difcouragements, has every 
Year increafed ; and, therefore, proves 
atonce the Unprofitablenefs of the Law 
now in Force, and the Neceflity of 
fome other by-which the fame Purpo- 
fes may be more certainly promoted. 

The Reformation of a Vice, fo pre- 
valent, muft be flow and gradual ; for 
it is not to be hoped, that the whole 
Bulk of the -People will at once be 
diveited of their Habits; and there- 
fore it will be rational to endeavour 
not wholly to.debar them from any 
thing in which, however abfurdly, they 
place their Happinefs, but to make 
the Attainment of jit more and more 
difficult, that they may infenfibly re- 
mit their Ardour and ceafe from theif 
Perfuit.

had it been greater there would not 
have been a fufficient Number of law- 
ful Retailers, to put a Stop to clandef- 
tine Sellers; and if it was lower, every 

Dealer in thisCommodity might, 
pretending to keep an Alehoufe, 
continue the Practice of affording an 
Harbour to Thieves, and of propa- 
gating Debauchery. 

Thus, my Lords, it appears to me 
that the Bill will leffen the Confumpti- 
on of thefe deftrutive Spirits, certainty 
ipa great Degree, by raifing the Price, 
and probably by transferring the Trade 
of felling them into more reputable 
Hands: What more can be done by 
human Care or Induftry I do not con- 
ceive. To prohibit the Ufe of them 
is impoffible, to raife the Price of them 
to the fame Height wich that of foreign 
Spirits, isindeed practicable, but furely 
at this Time no eligible Method ; for 
fo general is this kind of Debauchery, 


that no Degree of Expence would en- ¢ 


tirely fupprefs it, and as foreign Spirits, 
if they were to be fold at the fame 
Price, would always be preferrd to our 
own, we fhould only jend into other 
Nations that Money which now cir- 
culates among ourfelves, and impove- 
rifh the People without reforming 
them. 

The Regulation provided by the Bill 
before us is therefore, in my Opinion, 
the moft likely Method for recovering 
the asitient Induftry and Sobriety of 
the common People ; and my Lords, I 
fhall approve it till Experience has 
fhewn it to be defective. 1 fhali ap. 
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prove it-not with a View of obtaining 
or fecuring the Favour of any of thofe 
who may be thought to intereft them. 
{elves in its Succefs ; but hecanfe I find

peniably neceffary, and believe that no 
better can be contrived. 

We are now, my Lords, to contend 
with the Paffions of all the common 
People. We are endeavouring to re- 
form a Vice almoft univerfal, “a Vice 

B which, however defiruttive, is now no 
longer reproachful. We have tried the 
Force of violent Methods and found 
them unfuccefsful; we are now there. 
fore to treat the Vulgar as Children, 
with a Kind-of artful Indulgetice, and 
to take from them fecretly and by De- 
grees what cannot be wholly denied 
them, without exafperating them al 
moft to Rebellion. 

This is the firlt Attempt, and by 
this, if one third of the Contumption 
be diminifhed, we may next Year dow- 


p ble the Duty and by a new Aagmenta- 


tion of the Price, take away another 
third, and what will then be drank, 
will perhaps by the ftri€teft Moralifts 
be allowed to be rather beneficial chan 
hurtful. 

By this gradual Procedure, we thall 
give thoie, who have accuitomed them- 
felves to this Liquor, Time to reclaim 
their Appetices, and thofe that live by 
Diftiiling, Opportunities of engaging in 
fome other Employment; we fhall re- 


move the Dijtemper of the Publick 


without any painful Remedies, and 
fhail reform the People infenfibly with- 
out exafperating or perfecuting them.

who profefs to keep Houfes for the 
Sale of other Liquors ; fince nothing 
will be more eafy than to elade this 
Part of the Law. Whoever is in- 
clined to open a Shop for the Retail of 
Spirits, may take a Licence for fe Hing 
Ale ; and ‘the Sale of one Ba frel of 
more innocent Liguors ina Year will 
entitle to difpenfe Poyfon with Impu- 
nity, and to contribute without Con- 

troul to the Corruption of Mankind. 

It is confeliga.- that fince this Law 
was made, thefe Ligrors have been 
fold.only at Corners of the § rcets, in 
petty Shops, and in private Cellars ; 
and therefore it mufibe allowed, that 
if the Confumption has encreafed, it 
has at leait encreafed Jefs than if the 
free and openSale had been bpm 
for the Neceflitv of Secrecy is always 
a Reitraint, and = Reitra int mu 
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Temptation is more powerful, more 
will probably be overcome by it. 

Bot, my Lords, however the Law 
may in this crowded City have been 
eluded and defied, however Drunken- 
nefs may here have beeri protected by 
the Infolence which it produces, and 
Crimes have been fheltered by the 
Multitudes of Ostenders, I am in- 
formed, that in Parts lefs populous, 
the Efficacy of the late Aét never was 
denied, and that it has in many Parts 
refcued the People from the Miferies 
of Debauchery, and only failed in 
others by the Negligence of thofe to 
whom the Execution of it was com- 
mitted. 

Negligently and faintly as it was 
executed, it did in Effect hinder many 
from perfuing this deftructive Kind of 
‘Trade ; and even in the Metropolis it- 
felf, almoft a total ftop was for aTime 
put to the Ufe of Spirits; and had the 
Magiftrates performed their Duty with 
Steadinefs and Refolution, it is proba- 
ble, that ro Plea would have arifen 
in favour of this Bill from the Ineffi- 
cacy of the laft. 

1 cannot indeed deny, that the Mul- 
titude of falfe Informers furnifhed the 
Magiftrates with a very {peciow Pre- 
tence for relaxing their Vigilance ; but 
it wes only, my Lords, a fpecious 
Pretence, not a warrantable Keafon, 
for the fame Diligence fhould have 
been ufed to punith falfe Informers as 
clardefline Retailers, the Traders in 
Poyfon and inPesjury fhould have been 


both perfued with incefiant Vigour, 
the Sword of Juftice fhould have been 
drawn againft them, nor fhould it 
have been laid afide, till either Species 
of Wickedrefs had been exterminated. 

In the Execution of this as of other 
penal Laws, my Lords, it will be al- 
ways poilible for the Judge to-be mif- 
led by falfe ‘Teftimonies ; and there- 
fore the Argument which falfe Infor- 
mations furnifh may be ufed againtt 
every other Law, where Information 
Yet, my Lords, ft 
has been long the Prattice of this Na-

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Crime is committed to proclaim at 
once Pardon and Rewards to him that 
fhall difcover his Accomplices.

Ato Perjury; and yet no Inconvehiences 
have arifen from it, that can reafon- 
ably induce us to lay it afide. 

Perjury may in the Execution of this 
Law be deteéted by the fame Means 
as on other Occafions ; and whenever 
it is deteéted ought to be rigoreufly 
punifhed ; and I doubt not but ina 
fhort Time the Difficulties and Incon- 
wenienes which are afferted in the 
Preamble of this Bill to have attended 
the putting the late AG in Execution, 
would fpeedily haye vanifhed, thé 
Number of Delinquents would have 
been every Day lefiened, and the 
Virtue and Induftry of the Nation 
would have been rettored. 

It is not indied afferted, that the

D Difficulties; and when, my Lords, was 
any Defign of great Importance ef- 
fetted without Difficulties ? It is difh- 
cult, without doubt, to reilrain aNati- 
on from Vice ; and to reform a Nati- 
on already corrupted is till more dif- 

E ficult: But as both, however difficult, 
are neceflary, it is the Duty of Go- 
vernment to endeavour them, till it 
fhall appear that no Endeavours can 
fucceed. 

For my Part, my Lords, I am not 
eafily perfuaded to believe that Re- 

F mifinefs will fucceed, where Affiduity 
has failed ; and therefore if it be true, 
as is fuppofed in the Preamble, thatthe 
former Act was ineffectual by any De- 
feéts in itfelf, I cannot conceive that 
this will operate with greater Force. 

c 1 cannot imagine that Appetites will 

be weakened by lefiening the Danger 
of gratifving them, or that Men who 
will break down the Fences of the 
Law to pofiefs themfelves of what 
long Habits have, in their Opinion, 

_made necetiary to them, will neglect

The Beginning of the Immerfion was calcu- 
jated to be at 8 29 36 (Time app.) from the 
Obfervation of the Tranfit in 1697, by making 
the Allowarees for the Motion in Longitude and 
Latitude, that Dr. Halley found after 46 Years 
between the Tranfit in 1677, and 1723. Sothat 
theCalculation for London precedes the Time ob- 
f:rved at Cambridge, by 3’ 30”. 

Morfieur Maraldi calculated the Immerfion 
from Caffirt’s Tables, to be at Sh. 52/ 99” at 
Paris, which, allowing 9’20” for the Diffzrence 
of Meridians, will err 10/ 13”. 

If we allow 20” fer the Difference of Meri-

Thefe Vapours, 
being carried away by the Carsent of the 
Wind, meet with the high Ridges of 
Mountains, and are there partly con- 
denfed, and thereby becoming {pecifically 
heavier than the Air, fail down in Drops ; 
and partly compelied by the Stream of 
the Air mount up with it to their Tops, 
which fhoot up co the middle Regiun, 
where meeting again with cold rarified 
Air not able to buoy them up, they pre- 
fently precipitate; pervading the Crane 
nies a Fiflures of the Earth, and flaw- 
ly gleeting into the Caverns of the Hiils, 
where they unite and gather into the 
natural Refervoirs of Stone or Clay they 
chance to find; which being once filled, 
all the Overplus of Water runs over, and 
iflues out where it can find a Paflage at 
the Sides of the Hills, and fo torms 
Springs. 

Now if the Vapours, Rain, @c. pere 
colating through the Earth, fall into a 
Cavern or Refervoir which has a fubrer- 
raneous fyphonical Du& or Conduit £ 
branching out from its Bottom, and if 
zt the fame time the Diameter of this 
Syphon be fo large as to difcharge the 
Water out of the Bafon or Refervoir 
fatter than it can be fupplied by the Va- 

ours, Rain, ce. In na Cafe, this will 
be a reciprocating or intermitting Spring ; F 
that is, {uch an one as will flow and ftop 
at certain Periods, which Periods vary ac- 
cording to the Diameter of the Dud, 
the Capacity of the Bafon, and the Supply 
of Water that runs into it: The following 
Diagram will make it plain.

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Let ABC reprefent the Side of a Hill, 
in which there is a Cavern or Bafon 
DEFG, and from rhis a fubterraneous

Now as this Bafon fills with Water, irs 
Surface will rife in the Dué (by the Laws 
of Hydroftaticks) as it does in the Baton, 
till it arrives at L, the Level with the 
upper Part of the Du@; at which time 
it will run over at K, filling KC, the 
other Part of the Dud. Now, if the 
Column CK is longer than KE, the

F-HE two Letteis before mencicned, 

were from Sig. Camillo Padgerni at 
Rome, to Mr Allan Raimfzy, Pawrter in 
London, who tranilated them {rom the 
Italian.

Knapton, who fays, tivat that fubrer- 
raneous City was $antient Herculaneum, 
and ig now under a Town cailed Portico;

ftreighe, in others wide towards the Bot- 

m; where you go into the C.ty ’cis very 
bread, made fe to turn the Columns, 
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which they have brought up. . An old 
Man living nexe Door to the Well; told 
me (in 1740) he was one of thofe em- 
ploy’d in digging them, and that they be« 
¢2n 27 Years ago, and work’d 5 Years;

I moft ireely own, when firft I reflected 
on thefe Lines, and obferved Horace’s 
great Heat, and Vehemency in his re 
peated Exclamation, upon admjring his 
Mule’s Power, becaufe. fhe could give, 
when the pleas’d, even to mute Fifhes the 
melodious Voice of the Swan; I was not 
a lit le fhocked, and confounded, for I 
ook’d upon the Fancy as perfeétly forced 
and grrundiefs.

Improvements of the tenues Avene or 
Caten Pipes of the Field, or the Calami 
impares juncti of the Ancients, Reeds of 
whetjual Lengths, rudely put together, 
anid chus we fee the Trumpets of old 
were at firft made only of rude Horns ; 
the eafy Spoils of Beafts; and fometimes 
of the common Buccina-whelks or large 
Sta Shells, that were obvious, and readie 
ly found on every Rock of Sea Shore. 
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And afterwards, when the Roman Pedi 
ple inlarged their; Empire, they grew 
more Polite, and all their Mechanic Ard 
received mighty Improvements, tho’ t 
had then learned to make chefe fame In. 
ftruments of different and inore comme- 
djous Shapes and formed them of quite 
other Sorts of Materials; yet till they 
retained their firft old Names, and fo the 
Tefludo did, by which we might as eafily 
trace it as thefe to their primitive Oris 
ginals. 

For it is manifeft, that in filcceedi 
Ages, 2s the skill of the Mechanic Artie 
that wrought and contrivéd the Lyre, ag 
well a3 thac.of the Mufician that uied the 
Inftrument,arrived at a greaterPe: fectirn; 
the Model of the old Tefudo was much 
aleer’d, the Number of the Strings ins 
creafed, andthe Shape fo mightily dis 
verfifyed, that at length they wholly laid 
afide the Tortois Shell, and the fonoroug 
Part or Belly of the Lyre was made of 
fuch different Figyres, that they bore not 
the leaft refemblance co its firft Model:

HE Explicator fets out with a round 
- Affirmation, ‘ that the Paflage” in 
‘ Mat. xxvii, by which -Sefas Chrift is 
‘ thought to complain of being forfaken by 
* his Father, hes hitherto been mifunder- 
‘ ttood by allrhe Commentators. Becaufe 
“apdn 2 ftri Examination of the Matter, 
‘thefeWords(yiz. EX,EL,c. or my God, 
‘my God, why haft thou forfaken me ¢) 
* have not the Ieaft Tendency to Impati- 
* ence, or Murmuring at his extreme Suf- 
“ferings; tho’ at firft: View they may 
‘feem ta betray fomething like it.’ 

The Commentatcrs, who have faid 
that thefe Words had any fuch tenden- 
cy, or betrayéd any’ thing like ir, I ap- 
prehend to be very few, | So char, {up- 
pe all the Commentators mifftaken ; 

prefame this but a flender Reafon to 
prove them fo. Again fays he, ‘I teke 
“the Words, say God, my God, Orc. to be 
‘the Beginning of Pfalm xxii. and to be 
‘no other than afimple quoting of it,af- 
‘ter the Manner~of the Hebrews, who 
* ufually cali’d che Pfalms by che firit 2 or 
*3 Words.’—I confefs I don’t know 
any: Commentator but what alfo takes 
them for a Quotation of it. Yet net fuch 
4 bare fimple Quotation as this Author 
contends for ; but as moft emphatically 
expreflive of the Maz/iah’s then deep Di- 
ftrefs and Humiliation, withonre any the 
leaft Tin@ure of, or Tendency in him to 
amy Impatience: or Murmuring. — But, 
fayshe, © The Reafon why our Saviour

When cthefe Predifiona 
therefore were all adtually fulfilling, could 
any Words be poffibly more-fuitably ufed 
by the Meffiah, as defcriprive of his-cwn 
then State, as well as refutarive-of the 
Fews Sccft; and Reprsachet, than thefé 
prediQive Words? And upon this Suppo 
tition, are the Fen'¥ lefs—-nay are they

E eth theft Coafts were formerly inhe 
bited by Colonies from Norway. An Ad 
venturer of this Country,” farnamed 
Raude or Red bair'd, difcovered it Ae, 
82, and he landing there from Helani 
ettled 2 Colony on the egftera (Coal, 
The Country had been inhabited Timé 
out of Mind, by the fame People a 
dwell in itto this Day.’ This Colony wat 
maintained by the Kings of Norway ; anil 
here were built about eight Churches and 
a Convent founded, the moft northerly of 
all inthe World. ‘The Ccuncry appeared 
fo good to the Norwegians, that ‘heir King 
annexed it to his own Domains, and rh<y 
G penetrated as far as the weftern Coal, 
where M. Egede difcovered, in differett 
Places, the 2.uins of their. Settiements. 
This vaft Country ceaféd.to be known 
towards the fifteenth Century. The Go 
lony had been neglected during the Wat! 
which Queen Margaret maintained: tot 
unitiog the three northern Crowne ; and 
from the Year 1406, there was a0 mort 
Mention of it in Europe. The Skrellinget 
for fo the Natives: age calledy.felbupet 
thofe Foreigners, who ao longer receiv 
Supplics 
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Supplies, ‘were deftroyed. ' There only 
rernained ‘fome of the ruined Houfés and 
a few Norwegian Words, which the Con- 
qeerors had adopted into their own 
Language. - This Maffacre is very well 
remem beved by 
Barbarians,’ who having fince e 
civilized, were’ afraid ‘that che’ Danes 


would revenge it when they camé to- 


fertle the Colonies which are now there; 
and it was not without fome Regret, that 
they put up with che Lofs of fo great an 
Extent of Country. A B:thop of Zjé/and, 
call’d Amond, fent out People co difcover 
it; and Frederic I. King of Denmark fen 
Admiral Heinfon thither in 1578 ;. but he 
could not find a Paflage through the Ice, 
which renders the eaftern Coait inaccefit 
ble, arid the Attempts in our Days in 1724 
and 1729 have facceeded no better. 

Martin Forbifber was more fuccefsfal 
ander the happy Reign of Q. EXzabeth 
of England: He went thither wettward, 
diftovered the South Cape: and gave 
Names t> feveral Bays and Capes’on the 
weftern Coaft. He did’not lofe his La- 
bour, which ‘was rewarded with a great 
Number of Stones impregnated ‘with 
Silver which He carried home with him, 
as is related tn his Voyages; but M. 
Egede very much goubrs his Veracity 
herein, having found in Groenland no 
Siver-Ore; Prince or Ars; all which 
Ferbijher affirms he found there. Chrifti« 
em iV. King of Denmark faw, not with 
out fome Jealoufy, Strangers take Pof- 
fiflion of the Domains of h’s Predeceffors ; 
wherefore ‘he canfed four or five Gal- 
leys co be fired out at different Times’ to 
recover this Province. Admiral Godske 
Lindenow was ‘twice there, and carried 
home Siiverre and Sand mixt with 
Gold, as alfo fomeof the Natives of that 
C untry who died at Copembagen, for 
Grief of having been carried'« ut of their 
own Country, however uscomfortable, 
Frederic UI. fent thither a Ship coms 
manded “by Cape. Muller who diftovered 
the River Baal, where the Danes are s0w 
feitled. : 
In 1670. Chriffiam’ V; {ent a Vefiel 
thither, which was taken by the Dun. 
tirkers, The Dutch have landed there 
from Time to Time, in their Way to the 
Whale-fithery, which has beeome very 
contiderable in Davis's Streights; but 
they made there: no difcovery, nor Set- 
demenr, 

It may, therefore, be cruly faid, thar 
Greenland was nor known till 1721, and 
thar the Merit of its Difcovery is entire: 
ly to be aferibed tg'M. Evede, Minifter of 
the Gofpel at Wogan in Norway;- who 
cating the Accounts of this barbarous 
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People, was fenfibly touched With their 
Blindaefs and Ignorance ; and after feve- 
ral Conffi@s refolved to devote himfelf 
entirely to theif Salvation. He made 
Propofals to the. Court of Denmark and 


the Defcendents of thefe 4 the Merchants of Bergue in Norway ; and 


after infinite Application for eleven Years, 
he raifed Yoooo Crowns, of Which he 
contributed 300 of his own Mohey which 
was confiderable for a Minifter of a Vil- 
lage ; and which too he had quitted Rnie 
Yeats before’ ro oe for his Voyage. 
‘He embarked § 3d of May, 1721'$ and pet 


B fuaded his Wife to go with him, not with-

out undergoing inntimerable Reproach- 
es, and being almoft brought co Defpair 
by the Oppofition he had to encounter 
on all Hands; So great was the Refolu- 
tion of this Proteftent Mifffonary, tiiar, 
this terrible Cotnatry confidered, without 
Riches, without Pleafures, and almotk 
without Neceffaries, it has not beca 
equail’d by any of the Romifh Church.

had raifed with a quite different Purpok 
tothe Throne. The Czarina took no 
Notice of their Uneatinefs, ‘but perfued, 
with great Steadinefs her Defigns, and

Wosl, and enrich their Poor, by the 
Ruin of vaft Numbers ef our own in- 
doftrious, and once credi able Familics;

The amicable Commerce between the 
Czarina, the Queen of Hungary, and rhe 
Auhes, fgems t. be at prefenr interrupted 
by the Difcovery, whether real or pre- 
tended, «ft the fecrer Tranfa&tions of the 
Misgus ae Botta, againtt whom the 
Czarina appears yery much exafperated, 
having ina Muniteito publickiy charged 
him with an Attempt to deprive her of 
the Throze, and demanded from the 
(Queen of Hungary that he fhouid be pu- 
nifhed as a ‘irayror. The Marqus was 
wmmediateiy recalied, at his own Re- 
queit from Berlin, in order to his Jutti- 
h-ation, and bronght with him very fa- 
veunable Acteitations from rhe: King of 
Praha. He was examined by the Com. 





miffioners appointed,i who reprefented to 
the Queen, that they found no Reafon for 
imagiving him guilty. TheQueen has 
publifted a Refcript, in which fhe com- 
plains of the Precipitation and Credulity 
of the Court cf Raffa, profeflzs her 
Readinefs to punifh her Minifter, if any 
Crime can be proved againft him, and 
without Scruple charges the French with 
having contrived thefe Accufations only 
to alienate the Czarina from her. 

The French are indeed endeavouring 
to improve thisOpportunity, whether pre- 
cured by themfelves or not, and have dif- 
patched an Ambiflador to eftablifh a new 
Alliance to which the Court of Ruffa 
feems fomewhat inclined, being very little 
fariffied with the Manner in which the 
Queen of Hungary has proceeded. 

The true state of this unexpected 
Tranfaction is not yet known, fome ima- 
gine, chat Propofals, very unpleafing to 
the Czarina, were made by the Marquis 
to thePrinceis of Brunfwick, whofe Liber- 
ty he was dire&ed to folicit; others ap« 
pear to fulpeé& that Schemes have been 
iormed againft che Duke of Holfein’s 
Dominions and to believe that the Czari- 
na is not altogether fatisfied with the De- 
figns of the Britifh and Hanoverian Court. 
Whatever be the Caufe cf this Dif- 
union, it muft apparently retard, if not 
prevent the Succefs of the Contederay 
formed againft the French, who are once 
more likely to eftablith by Policy, what 
was endangered by War, and to contie 
nue Matters of this Parc of the World,

SWEDEN. 

The Smedes being by ‘their Compliance 
with the Propofals made by the Ruffian 
Emprefs fet free from the Perplexity of 
contending with a fuperior Power, and 
reftored to the Pofleffian of that Pro- 
vince which they had loft, feem now 
to have no other Care than that of re- 
gulating their Form of Government,which 
they appear at prefent inclined to re- 
move as far as it is poffible from an ab- 
fulute Monarchy, the Terms on which 
the Succeffor to the Crown is received, 
leaving him nothing certain but the Title 
of King, for he has been obliged co the 
following Stipulations, 


1. That when he afcends theThrone,af- 
ter the King’s Death; and is crowned, 
he will govern according to the Laws 
of the Kingdom, acd Forms of Govern- 
ment which the States fhall agree upon. 

2 That he will always profe’s the 
Lutheran Religion, and marry a Princefs 
of the fame Religion, according to the 
Advice of the King and Senate. 

3 That he will not change the Regu- 
gulations and Ordinances made by the 
States, urlefs ic be with their Confent. 

4 That he will not admit any Foreign 
ers to the Civil and Military Employ- 
ments of the Kingdom. 

s That he never bring any Foreiga 
Trcops into Sweden. 

6 That he will never go out of the 
eee without the Confent of the 

tates. 


On the Firft of thefe Articles it may be 
obferved that che Promife which he makes 
is unlimited, and that fuch Regulations 
may be made by the States as may reduce 
his Dignity to an empty Sound: Bur if 
he can have no juft Reafon to complain, 
fince he ought, like other Monarchs to 
confider himfelf only as appointed for the 
Advantage of the People who have an 
undoubted Right to judge of their own 
Intereft. 

The three laft Stipulations feem to be 
borrowed from the Englifh Succeilion, and 
if they perfift in their Refolution of re- 
training their King from viliting his 
other Dominions ,may probably very much 
contribute to their Happine’s. 

The Prince is faid to endeavour by all 
the Arts of addrefs to recommend him- 
felf to the Swedifh Peopie, who difcover 
both in his’ Perfon and Manner of Life 
fome Refemblance of Charles XII. tor 
whofe Bravery they ftill retain a yery 
high Degree of Veneration, necwith{tand- 
wg the Calamitigs which his Ambition 
and Obftinacy brought upan them, 
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DENMARK. 

Though the Defign of an Expedition 
againft Sweden is now laid afide, the Danes 
do not yet wholly remit their Prepara- 
tions for War, but continue to augment 
their Fleet, that they may be abie in the 
Spring to affert their Claim, or becaufe 
they juftly think that they fhall be able 
to eftablifh Peace upon better Terms in 
Proportion, as they are more able to make 
War. It is expected that the Marriage 
of the Prince of Denmark wiil procure 
a powerful] Mediation between the Danes 
and Swedes, of which however there may 
be fome Doubts in the prefent Difpe- 
fitions of the Prufian Ccur:; fince it will 
be of more Advantage to the common 
Cawle of Europe that the Czarina fhould 
pro‘e& Sweden againit the Danes, than 
affit France againft che Queen ot Han- 


GERMANY. 

It is faid, that the French have formed 
Means of re eftablifhing their Intereft, 
and thar they have perfuaded the King of 
Pruffia, and other Princcs of the Empire 
to unite their Forces in order to drive all 
Foreigners out of the Empire, and that 
in Confequence of this Deteimination, 
the Army of the Allies has retired to 
the Dominions of Asfiria to_ pafs the 
Winter. Nor is this, though’ fufficiently 
advantageous ro the French, all rhat they 
promife themfeives from their Negotia- 
tions. for they declare that che King of 
Prufia has engaged to fupport them in 
the Poffcffion of Alface, and to affift rhe 
Emperor in the Recovery of Bavaria; 
and th.t in Return, he is to be fecured 
in his new Acquifitions, and to be ena- 
bled by the French to feize {me other 
Province belonging to the Queen of 
Hungary. The French Tzoops are in 
Motion on the KAine. but “tis only to ree 
build a Fort on rhis Side.
